Weather Lore 


Explodes Theory 
Changes Of Climate 
Sir Frederic Stupart, 34 years di- 
rector of the meteorological service 
of Canada until his recent retire- 
ment, says all the talk about the 
weather changing down through the 
ages is just so much nonsense. 
“I've been looking through the rec- 
ords of the Jesuit fathers and the 
weather then was just about the 
same as now,” Sir Frederic said 
when reporters interviewed him re- 
garding his coming eighty-first birth- 
day. “About 15 years ago I prepared 
a paper on ‘Is the Weather Chang- 
ing?’ and came tothe conclusion that 
it was not. In records of 2,000 years 
ago there are evidences the climate 
in the Holy Land was not very dif- 
ferent from what it is now.” 
There are “fluctuations or pulsa- 
tions” every so often, he admitted. 
There was a period of cold winters 
in the 1870's and a mild spell in the 
1830’s. The coldest period in the last 
150 years was around 1815 and 1816. 
Sir Frederic was willing, too, to 
help explode the myth about the 
groundhog and his shadow. The ac- 
tivity of squirrels and a big nut har- 
vest doesn't mean it will be a cold 
winter and no one will ever be able 
to produce a satisfactory rain by 
shattering the clouds with bombs, he 
added.

Should Not Be Specialized 


McGill Principal Warns Against Too 
Many Cubby Holes In Education 


A warning that the specialization 
of knowledge, and the separating of 
it into cubby holes, was not the chief 
aim of education was given by Prin- 
cipal Lewis W. Douglas in his address 
at Montreal to the graduating class 
and other students of McGilleat the 
University Fall Convocation. Dr. 
Douglas maintained that specializa- 
tion had been carried to such an 
extent that many were unqualified, 
by reason of the lack of possession 
of a broad cultural background, to 
hold that position, and urged his lis- 
teners to consider education as the 
process by which man interprets all 
the divisions of knowledge into a 
co-ordinated, integrated, unified con- 
ception of living.
